SHOCKING MURDER IN 
SRANGAAL,

SHANGHAI, 29th August. 

On Filday night's ‘pecullarly atroctons . mar- 
der was committed tn an alleyway off tha Fob- 
Klen Road, the victlm batog a woman of abost 
47 years of age, Itappears thatthe woman had 
a silghtdifference with her husband, who lef 
home on that account early in the evening and 
slept ata natlye hotel forthe night, Daring the 
ulght the hous was entered by aferntle servant 
fo the employ of the hourehold, and three men, 
two of whom, named Lin and Hail, aro known, 
They commenced operations by blading and 
gagging the son of thelr victim, a boy of 
about ten years old, and then throwing & 
ftraw rope rocnd the woman's neck they 
dragg:d her dowr stairs into tha kitchen, where 
Ilme. was thrown [n her face, and a large 
quilt thrown over her and held until she 
was safficated, As toon xs she wee dead, the 
murderers searched the house In quest of money 
and valuables which wera known to beon the 
premises, They succeeded In securing booty to 
the value of about $1,6co, and after trying to set 
fire to the house, decamped with the booty, 
The woman, before leaving the house, raleased 
the hoy, and he at once gave the alarm to the 
neighbours, who communicated wlth @ marrted 
daughter of the mardered woman. and began a 
earch for the husband, As soon as the latrer 
was found he was given into.custody and de- 
talned antil alter the inqreat held by the clty 
magistrate, The inquest was held on Saturday 
morning, the principal witness bélng the wict!m's 
ron, who wha affirmed, bls ability to recogalic 
the marderers.§ A man who corresponded in 
some depree with the description given of one of 
those corcerned was brought Jo, bat: tho tad 
falted to tdentlfy him and be was released. Tho 
chdhsten's verdict was that death had been 
caused by the joluteffacts of strangling with a 
rope and asphyxtation whib the quilt which bad 
been thrown over the victim's head, and he
